The “Chief” is collaborating with Profes- 
sor Speck, of Pennsylvania State college, in 
writing the history of the Penobscots who 
were known as a peace-loving tribe and who 
befriended Washington during his war days.

Unemployment Relief, But 
Is Called ‘* Joke”’ 


In what has been described by scores of 
citizens as a “burlesque of town govern 
ment”, and a “meeting which furnished 
more laughs than a vaudeville-show”, but 
what was legally known as a town meeting, a 
motion to appropriate $15,000 to give work 
to the unemployed was killed and a commit- 
tee of five named to investigate economic 
conditions in the town. In addition, the 
meeting was officially adjourned and turned 
over to John F. O'Connell, sponsor of the | 
Andover Taxpayers’ association, who re- 
ceived an overwhelming majority vote in 
favor of the formation of his organization. 

Outside of these three things, the eight | 


last Friday night were treated to a demonstra 
tion of heckling, challenges and wise-cracks | 
for over an hour, and when it was all over, 
tension had been relieved, spirits were high, 
and groups of people congregated outside the

Withdraws from Race 


Harry A. Ramsdell was elected moderator | 
over Fred H. Eaton in ballotting at’ the begin 
ning of the meeting, shortly before eight 
p.m. After reading the warrant the moderator 
recognized William A. G. Kidd, whose name 
led the petition for a special town meeting to 
consider the unemployment appropriation, 
and who announced that he withdrew from 
the race for selectmen because members of the 
Finance committee had said that he had 
started the petition as a political move, At 
the end of his speech in favor of the appropri 
ation he made a motion to appropriate $15,- 
000 for the unemployed in Andover to be 
used as “this meeting sees fit”. His motion 
was seconded, a yea and nay vote taken, 
which proved indecisive, and a standing vote 
was then asked for. In this vote Mr. Kidd’s 
motion was swamped under and killed. 


In his speech, the only one directly on the 
article in the special warrant, for nobody else 
got up to talk on the matter after he finished, | 
he said: 

“ This special town meeting has been called 
to appropriate $15,000 for the purpose of 
giving work to over 200 of your citizens who 
are now unemployed through no fault of 
their own. 

Have Right to Exist 

“The petition was at the request of these 
men, I being asked to draw it up. Being 
desirous that business men and taxpayers be 
represented on this petition, I had it signed 
by many of these citizens. I have been in- 
formed through a member of the Finance 
committee that two of the members of this 
board are of the opinion that this a political 
move. How small would be the man who 
would try a political move at the expense of 
these unemployed! There is only one way I 
know of to convince these men, and that is 
by withdrawing from the race. This I now do 
hoping that these men will now aid in the 
support of this worthy cause since I have 
cleared their mind of this suspicion. 

“No doubt the sum asked looked big to 
many in view of the fact that our Finance 
committee is advocating a reduction this year 
in the town budget. But no matter in what 
way the budget is reduced, citizens of An- 
dover have a right to exist and the three days 
work asked for in this petition will allow 
them to exist, not live, 

“With regards as to how you spend the 
money that is for the voters to decide but the 
unemployed merely request that it be spent 
to the best advantage to provide work over 
the winter months.

Want Protection A»surance 

The Japanese, said Mr, Abbot, are trying 
to force the war-lords to abandon such 
policies. They are seeking to give the people 
a government which would assure them pro- 
tection. People should be patient and allow 
the Japanese and the Chinese to settle their 
question, and in the end it would be a much 
happie: land, the speaker thought. 

Japan itself does not want to govern 
Manchuria because of the great expense in- | 
volved. It would be necessary to maintain a 
large army in the country, The Japanese had | 
been asked to settle in Manchuria, free 
transportation and subsidies for the setting 
up of homes and the producing of crops were 
otfered, but no one cared to go because of the 
climate.

Professor Speaks 
on Washington 


Phillips Academy fittingly observed the 
two hundredth anniversary of the birth of 
the First President of the United States, by a 
scholarly lecture given most appropriately 
at George Washington Hall, Wednesday 

The speaker was Professor Elmer W. 
Smith, head of the Department of English 
at Colgate University, who took as the sub- 
ject of his address, ‘Washington in the 
Twentieth Century”’. 

According to the speaker, there have been, 
and are, three popular conceptions of Wash 
ington, namely, the Washington of myths, 
such as the cherry tree incident, which be 
cause they aimed to prove too much, have 
been dynamited; the Washington who fol- 
lowed and enjoyed the life of a country 
gentlemen, who liked hunting, fishing, cards, 
dancing and the theatre; and Washington, 
who has been called the Britisher, despite 
the facts that at the age of sixteen he was 
surveying in the wilderness, that, in turn, | 
he helped cultivate this land, and defend it 
unselfishly against the common enemy, the 
Redcoats. 

Washington, however, despite the various 
opinions concerning his life and character, | 
will remain on history's pages, as the Father | 
of his Country, a true patriot, a brave and | 
dauntless soldier, and as a statesman of the | 
highest type, free from the desire of personal 
gain or glory. His ambition was to live the 
simple life at Mt. Vernon, after he had been 
of service to his Country, to be a good 
farmer, and to have “good laws under a 
free government”’. 

As Professor Smith said, quoting Thomas 
Paine, “inthese times that try men’s souls,’’as 
in the early days of the republic, George 
Washington would advise us, “to seek peace 
in the spirit ort peace, to love our homes for 
they are the bulwark of our nation, for 
Youth to realize the value of education and 
that in the final analysis we must educate 
ourselves, to mind our manners for they are 
the measure of our civilization, to be careful 
of our dress, for as a man is in this heart, so 
he clothes himself, and for young and old, 
too, to take an interest in our government 
and in the progress of civilization.”

Walnut Trees

Protest Against Action 

Following the vote against Mr. Kidd's 
motion, other business was taken up, O’Con 
nell being first recognized by the moderator 
lhe move of the moderator in closing the first 
urticle in the warrant aroused a great deal | 
ol temporary protest, especially from the back 
of the hall, with citizens rising to point out 
that the article in the warrant had not been 
voted upon yet, but that only a special mo

At this juncture, James F. Toohey arose 
and requested that the meeting should hear 
trom the duly elected officials on this ques 
ton, He called upon Dr, Jeremiah J. Daly to 
report on the conditions of charities here, 
ince Dr. Daly is head of the Board of Public 
Welfare. Dr, Daly, who was on the platform, 
responded that approximately the same 
“mount of money was spent in relief in 
1931 as in the year previous and that his 
board was taking care of the needy who 
applied for aid. ; 


Could Put 200 to Work 


Then Mr, Kidd arose again and asked 
Charles T. Gilliard, superintendent of the 
Board of Public Works, how many men he 
could put to work Monday morning if he 
were given $15,000. Mr, Gilliard responded 
that he could employ over 200 men, This 
Was greeted by prolonged applause. 

As the applause died away, James Lynch 
‘rose to say that ‘it is the needy we want to 
bet at. We can get half the town to go to 
work Monday morning. We should take care 
l the people in need and not the unem 
ployed.” He was loudly aplpauded for this 
Statement

Against Appropriation 


Probably the most stirring address of the 
evening was made when M. M. Dwyer was 
recognized by the moderator and allowed to 
speak at some length. “I am one of the un- 
employed,” he began, and then proceeded 
to point out that he was against an appropria- 
tion of $15,000, “for after it would be spent, 
everybody would be as badly off as they were 
before. I work when they let me,”’ Mr. Dwyer 
said. ‘I believe in helping the needy. We had 
a sample of an unemployment relief move a 
year ago when we appropriated $10,000. I 
know people who needed assistance at that 
time and didn’t get it, and I know people 
who did get it and drove up to the sand pit to 
work in twelve-hundred dollar automobiles 
We are going at the relief problem wrong end 
to. All of us are passing the buck.’’ He blamed 
bad management for the inequalities in 
distributing work last year

It read: “That a committee of five be 
appointed to consult with the town officials 
and special charitable organizations and to 
report to the citizens what, if anything, 
should be done in the circumstances.” 

As Mr. O'Connell took the chair, he ex 
plained the purpose of forming the Andover 
‘Taxpayers’ association, He was interiupted 
by John Traynor who said that he had not 
received an invitation to attend the meeting 
and wanted to know what it was all about. 
Mr, O'Connell said that he would explain 
that in due time, but that a temporary chair 
man ought to be elected. Mr. Traynor im 
mediately arose to nominate himself and 
William H. Jaquith nominated Mr, O'Con 
nell. After a standing vote, Mr. O'Connell 
declared himself elected chairman, Mr. Tray 
nor then stood up and moved the election be 
unanimous. 

Then the chairman stated the purpose of 
the taxpayers’ organization, explaining how 
it would be a watchdog of the public treasury, 
a means of creating an informed public 
opinion, and how it would keep the politicians 
out of office. He added that the officers of the 
association would keep in close touch with 
town officials to help them and check on 
them, if necessary. The organizetion was 
officially formed by unanimous consent of the 
audience, 

Mr. Traynor made a motion, at the behest 
of the chairman, that a nominating commit 
tee of five be named from the floor to select 
officers for the taxpayers’ association, ‘This 
was catried and Fred H, Eaton, John F, 
O'Connell, Maurice Curran, Alfred Ripley 
and T. H. Lane were named to the commit- 
tee.

Ballardvale V.1.S. Will Try to} 
Revive Old Interest in 
Village Affairs 


The executive committee of the Ballard 
vale Village Improvement Society held an 
executive meeting in the community rooms 
on Monday evening with the president, Ed 
ward Hall, presiding. Plans were made which 
will be brought before the members at the 
annual business meeting to be held on Friday 
evening, February 5, All members are re- 
quested to be present as business of import- 
ance is to be taken up. 

The Ballardvale Village Improvement 
Society was organized on April 17, 1916, for 
the purpose of promoting by mutual interest 
and helpfulness, the health, growth, clean- 
liness, prosperity, attractiveness of Ballard- 
vale. At the first meeting eighty-six members 
enrolled and on May 6th, 1916 there were 
198 members including 53 members of the 
children’s auxiliary. 

Many Worthy Projects 


During this first year many worth while 
projects were completed, such as procuring 
suitable cans for rubbish which before had 
cluttered the village streets. The children 
destroyed 8,909 nests of tent caterpillars and 
the tree planting committee set out 69 trees 
around the town. Twenty of these trees were 
donated by J. H. Playdon of Andover, and 
eight by the late B. T. Haynes. 

Community gardening on land generously 
offered for use by Miss Abby Anthony Hay- 
ward of Boston on what is known as the 
“Plains” and keen interest in the raising 
of flower gardens and the maintenance of the 
beautiful bed of tulips at the “Triangle” in 
front of the mill, greatly improved the beauty 
of the town. The grounds around the library 
were graded and seeded, and it became a de- 
cided contrast to its former unkempt appear- 
ance. 

The social side was not overlooked, as 
during the first year a lawn party and river 
float were held and both affairs netted profits. 

The following held office during the first 
year of the society: president, Felix Haynes, 
now deceased; vice-president, Mrs. J. W. 
Stark; secretary, Mrs. William Shaw, now of 
California; treasurer, Miss Mary Geagan; 
stieet and sidewalks, John Haggerty, now | 
deceased; tree planting, tree culture and 
street parking, Mrs. Florence Simpson 
White, now of Andover; public parks, lawn 
and floral culture, D. R. Hannon, now of 
Woburn; socials and entertainments, Mrs. 
N. H. Harwood; prizes, Bancroft T. Haynes, 
now deceased; children’s auxiliary David 
Burns; membership, Mrs. Amos B. Loomer. 


Open Community Room 

On November 23, 1918, came the opening 
of the Ballardvale Village Improvement 
Society community room. Two pictures were 
placed on the walls, one of the late Felix 
Haynes, first president of the organization 
and one of William Shaw, the original pro- 
motor and the president of the society at this 
time. 

Mr. Eames, Mr. Bowman and Mr. Donald 
at that time, members of the board of select- 
men were present as honored guests. 

William Shaw, in his address explained 
that the purpose of the society in acquiring 
the room was to make it a genuine com- 
munity meeting place available for any pur- 
poses that were for the benefit of the village. 

The people of Ballardvale felt that the 
room met a long-felt want in the village and 
the action of the Town in granting its use, 
and the personal interest of the selectmen in 
putting it in proper condition, was greatly 
appreciated, 

A hearty vote of thanks was extended to 
each of the following persons: to William 
Shaw for his contribution of $200 toward the 
community room; to Louis G, Buck, now 
deceased, for his faithful services as chairman 
of the committee on public parks; to Ban 
croft ‘T. Haynes, deceased, for the beautiful 
oil painting for the room; to George R, Miller 
for his services in secuting the furniture for 
the room, to Miss Anna Nelson for training 
the children for the play; and to J, H. Play- 
don for the trees which had been set out. 
Hearty appreciation for the co-operation of 
the selectmen was also expressed, 

Welome Home 

On Wednesday evening, April 23, 1919, 
Ballardvale’s ‘‘Welcome Home” for the} 
men who had fought during the World War 
was held by the Society in the community 
room. ‘Twenty-five of the soldiers and their | 
guests were served a turkey supper under the | 
direction of Mrs. Amos Loomer, The rooms 
were decorated with flags by Fred E, Cheever 
of Andover, 

A new service flag was unfurled and an 
honor roll dedicated, The latter bears 67 
names and represents practically every 
branch of the service, Dr. William Shaw 
introduced Congressman Rogers of Lowell 
who gave a splendid talk, 

Many other splendid and worthwhile 
projects have been accomplished through the 
efforts of this society but during recent years 
activities have been lessened. The rooms are 
used by all societies of the town and are kept 
renovated and large expenses are jnvolved for 
upkeep. Every club thinks of turning to the 
Community Room when they need a large 
meeting place and it is the duty of these same 
persons to support and help toward the stag-

Text: Be not overcome by evil. 

It has been ordained by our Creator that 
our life should be a struggle. We have no 
choice in the matter. It is something appoint- 
ed for us, There are no exceptions. It is just 
the same for all. We can win the battle or lose 
| it, can overcome or be defeated. That depends 
| upon ourselves. Winning the battle does not 

mean success, as people generally think of 
|} success. There can be a truly heroic and 
| victorious life without any outward success. 
| There are thousands of instances. None of us 
want to lose our battle. It is a sad thing to be 
| defeated. We raise the question, When are we 
defeated? 
We answer, first and most obviously, when 
we give way to evil. The nature of our battle 
| is defined: the winning of the good through 
| the overcoming of evil. For purposes of 
| thought we distinguish two forms of evil:

Theme: ‘Influence in the Growth of 

Character’’ 

Text: St. Matthew 13:13 “It was all leay- 
ened,”’ 

Whenever and wherever Jesus went we 
find him preaching and teaching in parables 
The Parable of the Leaven was told by Jesus 
as he satin a boat upon the Sea of Galilee, 
with the multitude gathered upon the shore 
Jesus never symbolized the spiritual ideals 
by the use of gold or diamonds. He used 
common figures or symbols to show Christian 
Character, such as salt, light, and leaven. 

Gold is a standard of value; a emblem of 
purity and worth; sought by men for its use 
in coinage and ornamentation. Diamonds are 
gems of priceless value and unrivaled in 
beauty. For ages untold diamonds and gold 
have lain buried in the deep rock and sand, 
but the close contact which the two had 
with the gold or diamonds has not made 
them the least bit better. Does not this well 
represent our churches? Some are pure as 
gold, but without any influence in the world, 
as cold and exclusive as they are pure and 
refined. Jesus’ ideal of Christian character 
was not like this. Jesus said: “The Kingdom 
of Heaven is like unto leaven which a woman 
took and hid in three measures of meal until 
it was all leavened.” 

Leaven is any substance which produces 
fermentation. It is a transforming force. 
Character is the greatest of all moral forces. 
No true character can exist among men with 
out exerting an influence. Character alone 
secures respect and exerts a transforming 
influence upon men. In the annuals of history 
we find men whose influence has been felt 
down through the ages, they have refined 
and established better business and friendly 
relationships. The influence of a good be- 
lieving man is worth more than a thouand 
who are without character. Cities and states 
differ in their make up; morally, religiously, 
intellectually and socially. This is caused by 
the spirit and enterprise which their founders 
gave to them. It is the influence of personal 
character perpetuated. 

The influence of Character may not always 
be clearly traceable, nevertheless that in 
fluence always makes itself felt, and it 
reaches further than we are wont to believe. 
Changing other characters, molding other 
lives, not only as they come into immediate 
contact with it, but to later generations. 
The character of every follower of Jesus 
should be contagious, It should affect positive 
ly every other character with which it comes 
in contact. This is the only way in which 
leaven spreads. Every man, woman and child 
with whom we come in contact should re 
ceive from us something of the spirit of the 
living Christ 

Leaven in itself may be the essence of 
corruption. Strange is it not that this same 
emblem should be chosen to represent true 
life. This idea of corruption in the leaven 
has proved a stumbling block to an occasional 
expositor who has attempted to square every 
element in the parable with some divine 
teaching and deduce a special lesson from 
each distinct phase of the picture. Jesus 
makes no reference to the chemical analysis 
of the leaven, if we may call it such, but only 
to is pervading and transforming influence 
The kingdom of Heaven is like Leaven in the 
one particular only, ie., its influence

order to save the world, seek fulness of the
